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Mum’s stark warning 
following dog attack

A MOTHER has spoken out after her 
daughter was attacked by a dog on the 
street while out trick-or-treating in 
Luton. 

Six-year-old Layla Brooks, of Baldock 
Close, Luton, was visiting her uncle in 
Seabrook, Luton, on Halloween last year 
when she was victim of the horrific dog 
attack which will leave her scarred for 
life. 

Her mother, Lisa, said: “We were knock¬ 
ing around the doors of people we knew 
in the area before heading out trick-or- 
treating in another area of Luton. 

“We were about to move on when a 
woman called us over for a chat while she 
was unloading her shopping from her 
car, so we were on the drive of her house. 

“The door was open and the dog burst 
out of the house and attacked Layla.” 

The dog ended up going for Layla twice, 
after they had separated it from her the 
first time, with the two attacks causing a 
number of injuries. 

Mrs Brooks added: “People need to be 
more careful with dogs, or else more inci¬ 
dents like this will happen. 

“We want people to be aware of this 
incident to make sure it doesn’t happen 
again. 

“It was completely out of the blue and 
unexpected and I hope nobody has to 
experience what we, and especially my 
daughter, went through as a result of this 
attack.” 

The breed of dog which attacked Layla 


is an Akita, not a breed currently recog¬ 
nised under the Dangerous Dogs Act. 

There was a long recovery process for 
Layla, who suffered bites to her back, 
arms and wrist, including injuries which 
required surgery. 

Mrs Brooks said: “She’s recovering well 
but will be scarred for life, on her shoul¬ 
der, wrist, arm and back. 

“She was in hospital for five days, as 
they let her home two days early so she 
could be back for her birthday. 

“Recovery time from her physical inju¬ 
ries as a whole took a good month, maybe 
five weeks, but she’s still feeling the 
effects of the attack.” 

While Layla has made a full recovery 
from the physical injuries, it has had a 
huge impact on her day-to-day life. 

Lisa explained: “Layla loved animals 
before this happened and now she’s 
understandably petrified of dogs and 
nervous when we walk down the street in 
case she sees one. 

“Our friends and family all have dogs so 
it’s had quite an impact and limitation on 
what we can do. 

“She was so terrified we had to tell her 
that the dog had been put down to give 
her a sense of security after the attack 
happened.” 

A decision is due to be made on the fate 
of the dog later this month as a result of 
the incident. 

Bedfordshire Police were made aware 
of the incident at the time and investi¬ 
gated but were unable to reply with an 
update on the current situation before 
our print deadline. 



Stop it and 
tidy up: the 
bid to make 
residents 
recycle more 

COUNCILLORS in Luton are 
considering fining residents 
for failing to recycle properly 
in a bid to save cash on 
sending waste to landfill and 
tackle the town’s growing 
litter problem. 

Recycling in Luton could 
become compulsory after 
Luton Borough Council (LBC) 
announced it was weighing 
up options on how it can 
increase it in the area. 

The authority is consider¬ 
ing ‘compulsory recycling 
instead of cuts to cleaning’, 
following an article by the 
Daily Mail which posed the 
question of whether Luton 
was the dirtiest town in 
Britain. 

Tom Shaw, portfolio holder 
for the environment and 
housing, told Z.oS the move is 
part of a wider waste review 
currently being carried out 
by the council as only 35 per 
cent of people in Luton recy¬ 
cle on a regular basis. 

He said: “We’ve been look¬ 
ing at what has happened in 
previous years and how 
much we were actually 
spending on taking stuff to 
the tip and it was costing us 
£5m a year. 

“Every tonne we take to the 
tip costs us £85, if we can 
save one thousand tonnes 
from landfill we could save 
£85,000 which means we do 
not have to make cuts else¬ 
where in town.

Force to focus on diversity

JUST 6.1 per cent of officers in 
Bedfordshire Police come from 
black, Asian and minority ethnic 
backgrounds. 

The figure, revealed via a free¬ 
dom of information request made 
by the Guardian, shows the force 
to be one of the worst in the coun¬ 
try, together with the Met and 
West Midlands, for diversity com¬ 
pared to the make-up of the popu¬ 
lation it serves. 

It comes after the home secre¬ 
tary, Theresa May, attacked 
Britain’s forces for not employing 
enough black, Asian and minority 
ethnic (BAME) officers. 

While police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Oily Martins says the force 


has plans in place to increase the 
levels of BAME officers in its 
ranks, those in the community 
feel inherited prejudices about 
the police are stopping people of 
BAME backgrounds from getting 
involved. 

David Jonathan, co-ordi 
nator for Luton Council of 
Faiths, said: “To give the 
police their due the 
community cohesion 
team has worked very 
closely not just with 
us but other commu¬ 
nity groups to boost 
their image but there is 
a legacy of stereotyping 
that means some people 
don’t feel confident enough in 
the police.” 

Jim Mallen, chairman of the 
Bedfordshire Police Federation 



which represents officers, said 
police forces have historically 
always struggled to recruit and 
retain officers from BAME back¬ 
grounds. 

He added: “We have a commu¬ 
nity cohesion team that works 
hard to build bridges and 
break down cultural 
barriers but accept 
more needs to be 
done. 

“What hasn’t 
helped is a 20,000 
reduction in police 
officer numbers over 
the last five years.” 
PCC Oily Martins 
added: “Although there is 
a gap between the proportion 
of the population that has a black 
and minority ethnic background 
compared to the percentage of 


Bedfordshire Police officers and 
staff, the force is nonetheless one 
of the most diverse in the 
county. 

“However, the chief constable 
and I recognise there is much 
more work to do, which is why 
building a workforce more repre¬ 
sentative of our communities is a 
priority both in the force’s five- 
year plan and my police and crime 
plan. 

“It is difficult to dramatically 
improve diversity at a time of 
funding cuts and recruitment 
freezes. 

“Nevertheless, building confi¬ 
dent communities that trust and 
work with their police is a key 
theme of my plan for Bedfordshire, 
and that trust will be maximised 
if the force looks like the commu¬ 
nities it is policing.”

Cat hit 
in bike 
crash 


A MUM held her two- 
year-old boy crying and 
screaming in her arms 
after a cruel motorcy¬ 
clist struck down their 
cat and rode off. 

Eyewitnesses report 
having seen the inci¬ 
dent take place in 
Clevedon Road, Luton, 
on December 29. 

The tragic event fol¬ 
lows a series of inci¬ 
dents of anti-social 
behaviour involving 
motorcycles in the 
Luton area. 

The eyewitness said: 
“You didn’t have to see 
the owner breaking his 
heart at the sight of his 
beloved cat, his two 
-year-old little boy held 
in his mum’s arms cry¬ 
ing and screaming.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Bedfordshire Police 
said officers were called 
shortly before 5pm to 
reports of a cat having 
been injured by a 
motorbike. 

“Although off-road 
bikes had been report¬ 
ed in this area during 
the day, the informant 
had not witnessed how 
the cat came to be 
injured and so details 
were taken and passed 
on to the anti-social 
behaviour and commu¬ 
nity policing teams. 

“An appointment with 
a PCSO was scheduled 
to obtain further infor¬ 
mation and we have 
since arranged high- 
visibility patrols in this 
area, not only to help 
provide community 
reassurance but also 
with the aim of identi¬ 
fying the nuisance 
offenders.” 


£200k raised by

AFTER 12,000 miles, 34 
countries and just shy of ten 
months cycling, Amer Nazir 
has still not finished with 
charity fundraisers. 

Mr Nazir went from Luton 
to Buenos Aires by bike, rid¬ 
ing back into his home town 
on December 20 to a hero’s 
welcome, with people lining 
the streets of Dunstable 
Road, with even his 95-year- 
old grandmother coming to 
mark his return. 

Mr Nazir said: “It was nice 
to see so many people wel¬ 
come me home and totally 
unexpected. 

“Everyone seemed very 
happy and proud. 

“It was a tough challenge 


but to experience something 
like that was amazing.” 

The ride was done in aid of 
Luton charity Mercy 
Worldwide, who Mr Nazir 
works for, which aims to pro¬ 
vide relief in crisis areas. 

This particular fundraiser 
was to build orphanages in 
Pakistan and Gaza. 

Mr Nazir has raised almost 
£200,000 for the charity. 

On his trip, despite the vast 
distance travelled, he said 
the most stressful and chal¬ 
lenging aspect was dealing 
with airlines, particularly 
when he ended up stranded 
in Turkey. 

On the highlights, he said: 
“Travelling through 
Tajikistan was one of the 
most amazing things I’ve 
ever done. 


“The hospitality of the peo¬ 
ple there was amazing but at 
times I was very much alone, 
parts of it are very remote. 

“At one point I was 4,000m 
above sea level and must 
have been 100 miles away 
from any other people. 

“It made me feel very close 
to nature.” 

However, he admits that it 
may not be for everyone. 

He added: “One thing I’d 
tell anyone to do is travel 
down the west coast of the 
southern island of New 
Zealand, as it’s one of the 
most breathtaking sights in 
the world.”

Man jailed after 
paedophile sting

A COUPLE created a fake 
teenage schoolgirl as the 
‘bait' to catch a paedophile. 

The paedophile hunting 
pair from Dunstable, Katie 
and Neil Ivall, aged 30 and 28 
respectively, put together a 
phoney Facebook profile for a 
14-year-old girl called ‘Kerry’ 
and caught Craig Chapman, 
35, who messaged the ‘young¬ 
ster’ to meet for sex. 

But when he turned up in 
the Asda car park in 
Dunstable, he was met 


instead by the couple who 
filmed the encounter outside 
the store and called the 
police. 

Faced with the wealth of 
evidence, Chapman, from the 
Netherfield estate in Milton 
Keynes, pleaded guilty to the 
offence of attempting to meet 
a female child under 16 fol¬ 
lowing grooming when he 
appeared at the court on 
December 23, and he was 
jailed for 16 months and told 
that on his release he will be 
on licence and must go on a 
sex offenders programme. 

He will also have his name 
on the sex offenders register 


for the next 10 years. 

The video has since been 
doing the rounds on YouTube 
and Katie, who alongside her 
husband has unmasked more 
than 20 other men with court 
cases pending, hopes this will 
act as a deterrent for other 
men thinking of trawling the 
internet to find vulnerable 
children to sexually abuse. 

Katie said: “The psychologi¬ 
cal damage and harm these 
men do to the children goes 
on for years, so that they are 
still suffering into adulthood. 

“That’s why we want to stop 
as many as we can and see 
them put behind bars.”

POLICE have launched a murder inquiry fol¬ 
lowing the death of a man in Luton on 
Wednesday.

New names 
needed in wake 
of World War

LUTON Council responded by purchasing land 
for large scale building programmes. One 
example of this is the Farley Hill Estate built 
on land purchased from the Crawley family, 
owners of the Stockwood Park Estate. 

The scale of the estate meant that a large 
number of new street names were required. 
The task was given to a sub-committee of the 
council including Charles Freeman, curator of 
Luton Museum at the time. Freeman and his 
colleagues looked to two main sources for 
names, the history of the area and the field 
names that had been used by Farley Farm. 

In March 1947, 32 names were approved, 
with another seven following in 1949. By 
looking at likely sources used, the origins of 
most of the names can be found. Two that are 
easy to work out are Farley Farm Road and 
Farm Green, built on the site of Farley Farm, 
demolished in 1945 to make way for the new 
housing estate. More next week.

A DECISION by a local pub to 
allow a PEGIDA meeting to 
be held there has been met 
with criticism.

Shemiza Rashid 


Meeting Malala 


This week Shemiza Rashid 
recounts the privilege of attend¬ 
ing a talk hosted by Nobel lau- 
raete Malala Yousafzai, one of 
the most influential people of 
the decade so far, in Malala’s 
new home town of Birmingham. 

In her talk, she spoke about 
the pressures facing Peshawar. 



ON December 15 I was privi¬ 
leged to have been invited to 
attend a special memorial 
service which was organised 
by Nobel Peace Prize 
Laureate and educational 
campaigner Malala 
Yousafzai. 

The event marked the first 
anniversary commemoration 
to pay homage to the school 
children and staff whose 
lives were lost in the terrorist 
attack on Peshawar’s Army 
Public. 

On December 16, 2014, 

132 children were massacred 
in brutal terrorist attacks by 
the Taliban. 

The incomprehensibly high 
body count combined with 
the vulnerability of the vic¬ 
tims made it the most horrific 
attack in Pakistan’s history 
and sent shockwaves across 
the world. 

The service served to high¬ 
light the children’s memory 
and attendees were invited 
to wear white poppies in 
support of world peace, har¬ 
mony and hope. 

The message of peace was 
further highlighted by spoken 
word, song and heartfelt 
speeches by local artists, 
guest speakers and the vic¬ 
tims and their families. 

Speeches were also made 
by Malala’s father, Ziauddin 
Yousafzai, who spoke about 
the impact of the attack on 
the city. 

Malala, who helped organ¬ 
ise the service, spoke pas¬ 
sionately for the right of 
every child’s quality of edu¬ 
cation and for communities 
to work together. 

Malala herself was shot in 
the head by terrorists in 2012 
after publicly advocating 


education for girls. 

She urged the government 
of Pakistan to launch a cam¬ 
paign called Zarb-e-Qalam, 
meaning strike with pen: 

“We will fight terrorism and 
extremism with the pen by 
providing education. It’s not 
just needed in Pakistan but 
across the world.” 

Poppies for Peace in 
Peshawar was a reminder to 
the world and to myself 
that Pakistan, like Paris and 
Beirut, is a victim of terror¬ 
ism and has struggled for 
decades and still continues 
to do so. How easily we take 
for granted the gift that is 
education - a basic human 
right that every child 
deserves. 

The power of education is 
the greatest tool to defeat 
hatred and ignorance; to help 
build bridges and determine 
hope. 

Malala’s story is what great 
action movies are made of, 
but she is every inch real and 
so is what happened to the 
victims in Peshawar. The 
parents of the victims are 
still awaiting justice and 
accountability. 

I stood, watched and lis¬ 
tened to this remarkable 
young woman speaking at 
the service and then to the 
press. She was articulate, 
confident, no script to hand, 
spoke eloquently and clearly 
answered every question 
presented to her by the 
media, speaking with such 
clarity, maturity and serious¬ 
ness and with utter passion 
about bringing change. 

Her steely composure 
would make one forget that 
she has just stepped out of 
her teenage years.

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Duo tried to whip up 
support for terrorists

TWO men tried to drum up support for Islamic 
State among crowds of Saturday afternoon 
shoppers outside Topshop in London’s Oxford 
Street, a court has heard. 

Ibrahim Anderson, 38, along with Shah Jahan 
Kahn, 63, both from Luton, were among a group 
which set up a stall near the store on the after¬ 
noon of August 9, 2014, the Old Bailey was told 
on Tuesday. 

They also distributed a leaflet encouraging 
support for the ‘so-called Caliphate’ after it had 
been re-established on June 29, 2014, prosecutor 
Mark Seymour said. 

He said: “IS is a proscribed organisation and 
inviting support for it is prohibited by law. 

“These defendants, who both played their part 
as members of the group which invited support 
for IS in Oxford Street on August 9 2014, would 
have been well aware that this is what they were 
doing.” 

Anderson’s home was later searched and a 
mini notebook computer was seized. 

When the computer was searched it was found 
to contain three images that ‘formed part of a 
set of instructions for travel to Syria to support 
jihad’. 

Anderson denies possessing information likely 
to be useful to a terrorist on December 16, 2014. 

He and Khan also deny inviting support for a 
proscribed organisation on or around August 9, 
2014. 

The trial continues.

Practice makes perfect for lifesaving officers 


THE Red Watch team were hard at work earlier 
this week, practising how best to respond to a 
road traffic collision. 

Nine firefighters from Dunstable Fire Station 
were involved in the training scheme, recapping 
and acquainting themselves with the tools nec¬ 
essary to save a live, should an accident 
happen. 

John-Joe Pekszyc, station commander, Luton 
and Toddington Community Fire Stations, said: 
“Despite significant work with our partner 
organisations to improve safety on our roads, in 
the last six months Bedfordshire Fire and 


Rescue Service responded to 206 road traffic 
collisions (RTCs). 

“In serious incidents full extractions, as per 
the demo, are required to free trapped occu¬ 
pants and to minimise medical complications 
for those involved in collisions. All our fire 
crews are extensively trained in nationally rec¬ 
ognised RTC procedures, but every incident is 
dealt with dynamically to ensure a casualty 
centred approach to best promote the surviva¬ 
bility and future recovery of those affected.” 

The exercise followed the same procedures as 
would be used in a real emergency.

A FAMILY was left devastated 
by a burglary which saw 
Christmas presents stolen 
from their house.

Man denies knife attack on ex-wife and her partner 

Victim's lung deflated 


A MAN has gone on trial 
accused of stabbing his ex- 
wife and her new partner at a 
contact centre in Luton. 

Fatmir Mula is alleged to 
have stabbed his former part¬ 
ner Elena Melnyk in her arm- 
pit with a kitchen knife. 

It’s also claimed he then 
stabbed her partner, Nicholas 
White twice in the chest and 
once in the neck. 

The attacks are said to have 
taken place at the Purple 
Contact Centre which is 
based in a building opposite 
the rear of Luton Police 
Station. 

The centre is used to facili¬ 
tate contact between families 
where relationships between 


couples have broken down. 

Mr Mula, 39, a Kosovan 
from Low Avenue, Newham 
in London, pleads not guilty 
at Luton crown court to two 
offences of attempted mur¬ 
der, two alternative charges 
of causing grievous bodily 
harm with intent and pos¬ 
sessing an offensive weapon. 

Peter Shaw, prosecuting, 
told the court how the attacks 
are said to have taken place 
on Sunday July 12 last year, 
shortly before 5pm. 

The jury was told both Mr 
Mula and his ex were due at 
the centre that afternoon. 

As she waited in an office at 
the centre with Mr White it’s 
alleged she was given the 


message that her ex wanted 
to speak to her. However, Mr 
Mula suddenly appeared in 
the doorway and, it is 
claimed, Mr Mula pulled a 
kitchen knife from his ruck¬ 
sack and attacked the couple. 

Mr White pushed his part¬ 
ner out of the way after she 
had been stabbed, but the 
defendant is then said to have 
stabbed him twice in the 
chest and once in the neck. 

As a result he suffered a lac¬ 
erated liver and deflated lung 
and had to be airlifted to 
Addenbrookes Hospital in 
Cambridge. 

Mr Mula was arrested the 
following day.

“However, when budget cuts came in, this 
was one of the first things to be phased 
out. The Players were then invited to host a 
pantomime in the Vauxhall canteen for the 
kids and it was such a success that we’ve 
continued it until now.” 

Their current children’s panto is Jack 
and the Beanstalk, featuring a live band 
and a giant stage show, which runs until 
Saturday. 

When asked on what the biggest differ¬ 
ence is between now and when it all start¬ 
ed in 1976, Mr Nash said: “As we’ve got a 
bigger profile our budgets have increased 
massively. We started off working with 
hundreds of pounds to produce a show 
with and now we’re talking five figures per 
show. 

“Along with the fun, this is part of the 
beauty of pantomime, as it’s so popular it 
allows us to fund more productions over 
the course of the year. For our summer 
musical this year, we are tackling Evita, 
one of just five theatre groups in the coun¬ 
try who have been given permission before 
it heads out on tour again next year.” 

They’ve never shied away from rocking 
the boat with their selections, having also 
taken on Sweeney Todd (pictured on the 


front) and A Few Good Men (left) in the 
past, something a bit different from most 
other amateur dramatic groups. 

It may be bit of a cliche, but Griffin 
Players really do have a programme which 
is for the whole family.

Home movers spend £10,000 
typically making a property theirs 
in the months after they've bought 
it, according to a new report 



S aving for a deposit for 
a house may seem like 
a daunting enough 
task - but new 
research suggests 
you’ll need to squeeze another 
£10,000 out of your wallet just to 
put your own stamp on a 
property. 

And that’s on top of the costs 
you’ve already forked out for in 
order to move. 

A study from Aviva has found 
that home buyers spend £10,010 
doing up their homes in the first 
year of moving in. 

The research was based on 
around 1,000 people across the 
UK who have bought a home in 
the past five years. 

For some, the costs can be far 
more expensive than £10,000, 
with those who extended their 
home after moving paying more 
than £17,000 on average to do so. 

New kitchens and bathrooms 
are a popular choice, with 18% of 
people saying they had put in a 
new kitchen, and the same 
number saying they’d installed a 
new bathroom in the first year of 
living in their home. 

The average amount spent on 
a new kitchen was more than 
£6,000, while people forked out 
more than £3,000 for a bathroom, 
typically. 

One in four (24%) invested in 
new furniture as a more 
straightforward way of updating 
their new home, while one in six 
(17%) bought new technology, 
such as a new TV or surround 
sound system. 


An ambitious 6% of people 
surveyed said they built an 
extension after moving in. 

Meanwhile, many people are 
digging into debt in order to 
make their property “just so”. 

While nearly two-thirds (63%) 
of those surveyed used their 
savings to spruce up their 
property, just under one in five 
(19%) had put their expenses on 
credit cards and 10% relied on 
store credit. 

Furthermore, less than half of 
recent movers said they had 
updated their home insurance to 
reflect the changes they had 
made to their property. 

This could leave some people 
under-insured if they have made 
significant purchases in order to 
put the finishing touches to their 
home. 

Adam Beckett, propositions 
director for Aviva, says: “If 
people are making a lot of new 
purchases, we’d encourage them 
to review their home contents 
insurance, just to make sure 
they’re adequately covered in 
case anything did go wrong. 

“And if people are making 
significant changes, such as 
building an extension or a loft 
conversion, we’d also 
recommend they get in touch 
with their insurer as this could 
mean that they need to update 
their buildings insurance too.” 

The survey found there were 
some features that home buyers 
were particularly keen to change 
after settling in. 




The top 10 “must-change” 
features in the survey were: 

1. Smelly carpets 

2. Dated kitchen

Five ways you can add 
a bedroom to your home 

One of the best ways to grow your home in line with your family is to create an extra bedroom. 
You'll have more space, and it could make your home more valuable and sellable to boot 


I The most obvious 
place to put an extra 
bedroom is upstairs, 
with all the others, 
and sometimes it’s 
possible to use the space you 
already have. For example, if the 
main bedroom spans the front of 
the house, you may be able to 
divide it in two, as long as each 
room has a window. 

This may not be as satisfactory 
as adding space, but it can work 
well if your home is big enough 
and you’re on a limited budget. 
When you come to sell, 
remember that couples and 
sharers will probably be looking 
for good-sized double bedrooms, 
while families may be happier to 
have more, smaller bedrooms, if 
it means one for each child. 


2 Unless you have to 
sacrifice a bedroom 
to accommodate the 
staircase up to the 
loft, a better option 
may be converting the loft into a 
bedroom (or bedrooms). If you 
can also fit a bathroom or 
shower room up there, and 
built-in storage, you’ve created 
the perfect suite. 

The best loft conversions boast 
a dormer window across almost 
the entire width of the house, 
although not all homes can have 
this because of planning 
restrictions. Ideally, the line of 
the roof should also be altered 
from sloping to ‘straight’ (viewed 
from the front or back) so that 
what was air above the roof 
becomes room, giving you the 
most usable space. 


3 Creating a 

downstairs bedroom, 
and preferably a 
bathroom or shower 
room next to it, can 
work, providing your home’s 
layout is suitable. Ground-floor 
extensions are usually used to 
add kitchen, dining and living 
space, but they can include 
bedrooms. A two-storey 
extension may be better because 
you can create extra living space 
downstairs and bedrooms 
upstairs, and it should be 
cheaper than doing both a 
ground-floor extension and a loft 
conversion. 

However, you might not get 
planning permission for a 
two-storey extension, whereas 
ground-floor extensions and loft 
conversions can often be done 
without planning, assuming 
your home has standard 
permitted development rights.

4 Another way to add a 
bedroom is 
converting your 
garage. If the garage 
is mostly used for 
storage and the stuff can be 
stored elsewhere, the garage 
could be more useful and 
valuable as a bedroom, as long as 
it’s converted properly and 
sympathetically. You could even 
put a bedroom on top of the 
garage, as long as there’s space 
to build above it and for a new 
corridor on the first floor. 


5 Cellar conversions 
are popular now, 
especially in 
expensive urban 
areas where it’s hard 
to add space elsewhere. For most 
of us, converting our cellar won’t 
mean creating the type of 
underground ‘palaces’ that make 
the headlines, but even modest 
cellar conversions can be 
expensive to do, not least 
because they have to be tanked 
and usually involve 
underpinning. Cellar bedrooms 
aren’t generally the lightest, 
brightest spaces, but creating 
one is often preferable to moving 
home.

Skoda released its impressive 
new third generation Superb 
model, offered in both saloon 
and estate guises. It goes up 
against cars like Toyota’s much 
improved Avensis. The Japanese 
brand has also just heavily 
revised its Auris family hatch too. 

SEAT’S big news meanwhile, is a 


much improved version of their 
Ibiza supermini. One of its key 
rivals has also been much 
improved too, Peugeot’s 208. 
Renault, meanwhile, released its 
first ever entrant in the family¬ 
sized Crossover segment, the 
Qashqai-sized Kadjar model. It’ll 
have plenty of competition, 
including cars like Mitsubishi’s 
revised ASX, with its more effi¬ 
cient new 1.6-litre Di-D engine. 


Hyundai’s new Tucson also wants 
a slice of this market sector. As 
does Subaru’s improved XV with 
its much smarter interior. 

If you like the idea of a 
Crossover but want something a 
little smaller, then you’ve a huge 
choice of models to consider. This 
year, we’ve seen the launch of 
Mazda’s CX-3, SsangYong’s Tivoli 
and that Fiat 500X mentioned 
earlier. Now Honda has weighed 
into this segment with its smart- 
ly-turned-out HR-V model. 

Audi’s range continues to 
expand with the all-new second 
generation version of their 
Q7 large 7-seat luxury SUV, 
which goes into battle directly 
against Volvo’s recently-launched 
XC90. 

Mercedes have plenty of new 
models too. The brand has 
revised it’s A-Class premium 
compact hatch along with its 
first car in the compact SUV sec¬ 
tor - the GLC-Class, which goes 
up against models like BMW’s 
X3 and the Range Rover Evoque. 

If you’re looking for an afforda¬ 
ble little roadster, then you’re in 
luck for Mazda’s new generation 
MX-5 is now with us.

Ford C-MAX 

Take a look inside... 


The Ford C-MAX compact MPV 
has been treated to a wash and 
brush up. Cleaner styling and 
engines are a big draw, with the 
introduction of a Focus-style 
dashboard and a 1.5-litre diesel 
powerplant that’ll be the big 
seller here in the UK. Refinement 
has been improved and there are 
a stack of high-tech options to 
consider. 

The C-MAX was always 
an easy pick for anyone who 
enjoyed driving. It was by far the 
best car in its class when showed 
a B-road. Now that the Golf SV 
is around, that superiority is no 
longer quite so cut and dried, but 
it’s still a class act. Particular at¬ 
tention this time round has been 
paid to improving refinement. 
Noise, vibration and harshness 
have been improved through 
the use of thicker side glass and 
more absorbent seals around the 
tailgate and rear view mirror. 

The star of the engine line-up 
is the 120PS 1.5-litre TDCi diesel 
engine, seen for the first time in 
the C-MAX, replacing the old 
1.6-litre unit. Power goes up by 
five per cent while emissions 
drop by six points. There are also 
the multi-award winning 1.0-litre 
EcoBoost petrol engines, offered 
once again in 100 and 125PS 
outputs. The big capacity diesel 


in the range is a revised 2.0-litre 
150PS unit. 

The design of this C-MAX is 
evolutionary, with many of the 
details being brought up to date 
to reflect contemporary Ford 
thinking. The dynamic styling 
delivers a stronger, sleeker front 
end, featuring Ford’s distinctive 
inverted trapezoidal grille. The 
washer jets have been hidden un¬ 
derneath the windscreen to give 
a cleaner look while the tailgate 
has been given a smoother and 
more sophisticated one-piece 
appearance. 

Inside, you’ll find a dash that’s 
a lot less fussy than the previous 
model, reflecting the customer- 
led design refinements that have 
already been executed on the 
Focus. There are fewer controls 
and switches, while the new 
black satin trim and chrome 
detailing contributes to a cleaner 
look. 

The arrival of new entrants 
into this market, most notably 
the Volkswagen Golf SV means 
that if Ford had been content to 
rest on its laurels it could well 
have seen the C-MAX rapidly 
slip from grace. As it stands, this 
much improved second gen¬ 
eration car looks to have what it 
takes to keep its rivals on its toes 
for some time yet.

NATHAN Jones returned to 
Luton Town after almost 20 
years away from the club when 
he was appointed as their new 
manager on Wednesday night. 

He’s certainly a man with plenty 
of stories to tell and here is a crash 
course in what the Welsh former 
centre back has achieved in foot¬ 
ball in between his two stints at 
Kenilworth Road. 

Jones began his career as a foot¬ 
baller at Welsh non-league side 
Merthyr Tydfil before David Pleat 
signed him for Luton in the sum¬ 
mer of 1995. 

However, he wasn’t able to make 
an impact and left after a year and 
spent the following season in 
Spain playing for Numancia and 
Badajoz, before returning to 
England whenhe joined Southend 
United. 

After three years at Roots Hall, 
which took in loan spells at Exeter 
City and Scarborough, Jones 
signed for Brighton & Hove 
Albion, where he was to experi¬ 
ence a dramatic five seasons. 

Just a fewyears after the Seagulls 
had only avoided relegation from 


the Football League on the final 
day of the season, they won back- 
to-back promotions to take them 
from what is now League Two to 
the Championship. 

Brighton were relegated the fol¬ 
lowing season, but Jones played a 
full part in the club gaining their 
third promotion in four seasons 
in 2003/04. 

He featured in their play-off 
final victory over Bristol City and 
helped Brighton stay in the 
Championship in what was his 
final campaign for them before 
he departed for Yeovil. 

Jones almost won promotion to 
the Championship with the 
Glovers in 2007, but they were 
defeated in the League One play¬ 
off final at Wembley by Blackpool. 

In 2009, while still a player, he 
began his career as a coach when 
he was appointed assistant man¬ 
ager to Terry Skiverton, a role he 
held until Gary Johnson began 
his second spell as Yeovil’s man¬ 
ager in January 2012. 

Jones left Huish Park, where he 
made 211 appearances, at the 
end of that season, retired from 
playing and after a year coaching 
Charlton Athletics’ under-21s, he 
returned to Brighton as assistant 
to their new boss, Oscar Garcia. 

He survived Garcia’s departure 


in 2014 and became first team 
coach to Sami Hyypia, but the 
Finn’s resignation in December 
of that year led to Jones taking 
caretaker charge of the Seagulls 
for two games. 


They gained four points out of 
six before Chris Hughton was 
appointed, and Jones remained 
first team coach at the Amex 
Stadium until he succeeded John 
Still as Luton manager.

NEW Luton Town manager Nathan 
Jones won't be swinging the axe 
straight after his arrival at 
Kenilworth Road, insisting he is 
happy with the people already at 
the club. 

Jones may need to make some 
additions to his coaching staff after 
the departures of former assistant 
manager Terry Harris and first team 
coach Hakan Hayrettin on Thursday, 
but he says he’ll assess the situation 
over the coming weeks instead of 
making sweeping changes. 

The 42-year-old has been charged 
with resuscitating Luton’s season 
after signing a two-and-a-half year 
contract on Wednesday to succeed 
John Still, following his departure 
three weeks ago. 

He has left his previous position as 


first team coach at Brighton to take 
over a team 15th in League Two and 
under-achieving, with nine points 
separating them and the play-offs 
going into this weekend. 

Jones said: “I know what I want and 
what I need and there is good staff 
already here, so I’ll evaluate what we 
have here and I’m sure there’s not 
drastic changes needed. 

“There are good people at the club, 
good workers at the club, so it doesn’t 
need drastic changes. 

“I’ll bring in people that I can trust, 
who I know will improve Luton 
Town. We’re reasonably happy with 
the squad we have and with the staff 
we have, it just needs one or two 
additions. 

“I believe the squad is there and I 
don’t want to comment on what’s 
gone on in the past, whether they’re 
under-achieving, but all I can say is 
I’m excited by the squad I’ve got.” 

Jones has returned to Luton almost 
20 years after he departed the club

as a player, although he’ll be hoping 
his time as a manager will be more 
successful, as he struggled to make 
an impact. 

The Hatters were the Welshman’s 
first professional club and he’s 
always appreciated what they did for 
his playing career. 

“I don’t think it was too memora¬ 
ble, but I thoroughly enjoyed it,” 
Jones said. “It was an opportunity I 
had -1 could have gone to a Premier 
League club in Coventry or came 
here. 

“It kind of shaped me a little bit 
when I came here because of how 
David Pleat spoke to me upon secur¬ 
ing my signature was how I would 
want to speak to people. 

“Then the coaches that were here 


- Wayne Turner and John Moore - 
really gave me a structure of how to 
coach and how to play and that car¬ 
ried me on for 20 years as a player. 

“I’ve remembered those principles 
so it shaped me quite a lot. I loved 
the place, there were good people 
involved then and there are good 
people involved now - the first face I 
saw was one from back in 1995.” 

Luton chief executive Gary Sweet 
had intended to announce Jones’ 
arrival at a slightly later time, but 
decided to bring it forward after bet¬ 
ting was suspended on the former 
Brighton and Yeovil defender 
becoming the Hatters’ new boss. 

Sweet, who chose Jones out of 135 
applicants, said: “Where we wanted 
to eventually go meant that we 


needed to have a bit of a step change 
in the way we do things and in the 
way we re-established our football¬ 
ing culture. 

“We hoped that John (Still) would 
take us another step further. 

“That didn’t happen and we had an 
option of bringing in a manager who 
could take us that step further take 
the opportunity now, to effectively 
restructure and rethink the way we 
do things. 

“We were looking for somebody 
who had much more of a visionary 
idea of how he wanted to play foot¬ 
ball, how to apply his coaching tech¬ 
niques and how that matched ours. 

“We’ve got to have our own identity 
on the way we play and we feel 
Nathan is the person to do that.”
